I. By direction of the Secretary of War para- 
greapo 715 of the Regulations (as amended by 
Genera! Orders, No. 25, Maroh 6, 1891, from this 
cffive), is further amended, and paragraph 716 is 
amendrd, to read as follows: 


715. A voucher for articles purchased will specify the 
ne me vod place of business or residence of the person from 
whum tbe purchase is made, the date of purchase, the quan- 
js »nd price of each artiele, and the maaner of the pur- 
chase, 
A voucher for services by the day or month will state the 

patu eof the serv'ce, the inclusive dates of service, the 
time for which payment is made, and the rate of pay. 

A voucber for purchases or services, except where sup- 
plies are delivered or services rendered under formal writ- 
tep coptracts, and except services by the day or month, 
must bave attached toitthe “original bill” furnished by 
the person from whom the purchase was made or by whom 
the service was rendered, which bill will state the items of 
the account in detail apo give tbe creditor's usual piace of 
resicerce or business. Where tbe original bill is thus at- 
tached, the accouct on the faceot tbe voucher may be 
stated 1 general terms, with the aegregate am uot only 
extended, and the words “as ver bill bereto attached,” or 
words of like import, added. Woere quantities are delivered 
Or amousts Gue under formal written contracts, the same 
must be deternined by duly autoonzed inspectors, and 
their certificates an to the facts must be fled with the 
vouchers to which they pertain. Ir such certificate does 
not appear the origional bill sbouid be attached to tbe 
voucber. Instead of furnishing ao original bill tor attach- 
ment to the voucher, a creditor may fill up the biaok form 
of voucber with a statement of his account, certifyiog 
thereon as to its correctness. Woen be neither furnishes a 
bill por makes « ut and certifies bis account on the voucher, 
the disbursing officer will, by certifieate, set forth the 
reasons for the omission. 

A vouch r for transportation services performed under 
Puvlic tariffs must tave attached to it the origina! bil', ex- 
cept where duly accomplished bills of lading, or tranospor 
tation requests, as the case may be, are filed with the 
voucbers to which they pertain. 

A voucber in the Quurtermaster’s or Subsistence Depart- 
ment for supplies nut purchased under furmal written con- 
tracts, but uaoder pubic notice for bias, will be accom- 
panied by a copy of the public notice, the accepted bid, and 
a cupy ot the letter of the purchasing: ficer accepting the 
bic, avd will embody a certificate of such officer as to the 
time and manner of giving public notice, »"d as to the 
award being made to the lowest responsible bidder for the 
best ano most suitable articles. Io ail cases where less than 
thirty o»ys’ public votice has been given, the voucher, 
whetber the purcosee igs made under tormal written con- 
tract or uvoer bid and written acceptance, will contain a 
certificate of the purchasing officer setting forth that the 
needs of the service did potadmit of a thirty days’ public 
notice. 

Vurcbhers filed in support of payments for telegraphic ser- 
vice, where tbe rates are fixed by the Postmaster- General, 
ne+d not be accompapied vy bills. 

Where papers relating to two or more vouchers are re- 
quired to accompany acc: unts, they will be flied with the 
first voucher paid, and reference thereto made on the 
Oi ber voucbers, 

716. Toe correctness of the facts stated on a voucher and 
jJustoess of an account must be voucned by the certificate 
of an officer.

With characteristic modesty, in bis preface, 
ieut. Diehl lays claim to but little originality, and 
ives credit wherever it is due. The Service is 
argely his debtor, bowever, for an admirsblie ar- 
rangement of the subject matter; for statements in 
plain Janguage of facts found elsewhere only in 
mathematical equations, and foran entirely orig- 
inal and simole but ingenious method of reduciug 
reiduale. Very few officers in the Service have 
pad any attention to compass compensa’ion as a 
ience, but, thanks to Lieut. Diehi’s able efforts, 
thesubject will ne longer be a bugbear to eray- 
beaded navigators. The book contains 11 sections, 
and it gives all tables likely to be used. Th-se svo- 
tons includea general description of instruments, 
compasses and binnacles; definitions of symbois, 
and descriptions of Forms 1, to VI.; practical prob- 
lems that bave arisen aod are likely to arise on 
board our new ships, consisting of the determina- 
tion of compass deviations in the various ways; an- 
alysis of curves, and compensation from observa- 
tions on ope or more headings: Reducing residuals, 
determining ** Mean Force to Norib,” placing of 
Fiinder’s bars; making magoetic surveys, together 
with much miscellaneous compass matter. Lieut. 
Diehl has given a clear eaplanation of the Dvgro- 
gram, and the many uses for which the navigator 
vill fiod it a labor-saving and accurate method, 


Tus French naval estimates for the year 1894 con- 
template the layipg down of no fewer than 32 new 
vessels of various types, viz.: Three first-class battle- 
fbips, five second-class cruisers, one third-claes 
cruiser, ope sea-going torpedo-boat, five first-class 
tor»edo- boats, four seconc-ciass torpede boats, nine 
torpedo launches, one second-class despatch vessel, 
sod three guoboats. The battleships, which will be 
built two in the dockyards and one by contract, 
will beve a d eplacement of 11 000 tons, and engines 
ot 14500 horse-power, giving a speed of 18 knots.

The court expre+sed regret that Rear Ad- 
miral Markbam, who on the day of the disaster was 
on the Camperdown, in command of the port 
colump, did not carry out his origina! intention and 
iguore the s'gual displayed by the Victoria. Not 
only Capt. Bourke, but all the other survivors were 
acquitted of all blame. Capt. Bourke presented 8 
written defence, iv which he paid au eloquent tri- 
buteto the benavior of everyboly on board the 
Victoria, esneciaily of the youcg officers who had 
beeu cut cCff at the opening of their careers, and cou- 
cluded by expressing the deep grief ot the survivors 
ai the loses of V.ce Admiral Tryon. Ge said that he 
could not tell what be should have dune bad not the 
Vice Admiral been with him, but his feeling was 
that he shouid have taken more strenuous action at 
an early period of the mauve ivre, without the saneo- 
tion of the Vice Admira', and should have sent aft 
and informed him of what be had done. Capt. 
Burke said: “I urged the Vice Admiral repeatedly, 
when a coliizivn appeared imminent, to do some- 
thing.” At this potot the capte u was overcome by 
grief, and it was some time before he could proceed,

WE note, with some surprise, that a soldier of the 
U. S. Army, tried by general court-martial, bas 
been found guilty, but acquitted of criminality on 
account of bis “inability to understand English and 
to communicate orders to prisoners under his 
charge.” And yet par. 908 of the Regulations dis- 
tinotly requires that persons desiring to enlist shall 
have “a competent knowledge of the English lan- 
guage.” His being placed as sentinel over prisoners 
under such circumstances rather aggravates the 
case.

FRANCE AND SIAM. 

Tre claims of France against Siam, considered 
in the light of pure ethics, are phonetically charac- 
teriacd by the name of a member of the royal house 
of Siam, Prince Damrong. Yet no one has any 
occasion to quarrel with France for asserting them, 
except England and China, for it is in the order of 
events that Siam should pass under the control of 
some European power. The French incapacity for 
colonization is the chief difficulty in the way of her 
making good use of any advantage she might 
otherwise gain from the direction of Siamese af- 
fairs. Her colonies in the East are little more than 
naval stations, while those of England are centres 
of commercial activity and growth. With Great 
Britain colonization precedes conquest, and she has 
established her imperial control upon the solid 
foundation ef trade intercourse. Her empire, 
even where it extends over distant and alien 
nations, is a growth, and not a transplanting. It 
is putting forth upon an old vine of the new shoots 
into whieh flow the living forces of natural devel- 
opment and assimilation. Aspiring to imitate 
England in the direction of colonization, France 
fails to consider the differences of national genius 
which make impossible to her what is possible to 
England and Germany. Of her onee extensive 
empire upon the American continent but a few 
rocky islands remain. France is not likely, there- 
fore, to reap the full fruit of her enterprise, and 
England will have something to say as to the dis- 
posal of Siam. Russia is watching warily for any 
indication of an opportunity for her, and Germany 
views the situation with tranquil content. French 
chauvinism is for the moment diverted from its 
assaults upon Germany, and France will not care 
to stir up the war cry against her old antagonist 
until she has finished with Siam and China and 
perfide Albion. 

The territorial disputes which offer the ostensible 
occasion for French claims upon Siam are of little 
interest to us. It is the lamb that is always wrong 
in such discussions, whether he be up stream or 
down stream. Now that Africa has been divided, 
and Burmah, Tongking, Annam and Sumatra have 
passed under European control, Siam offers the 
richest of the prizes remaining among the assets of 
the uncivilized. As a whole, Siam will profit by the 
change, if we set aside the interests of her nobles 
and rulers. His Majesty Probat Somdetch Pra 
Parmindr Mahah Chulalonghkorn Pra Chula Chom 
Klao is described asa well informed and kindly 
gentleman of agreeable and polished manners, but 
his ideas of royal responsibility are limited to his 
barem and his family of over one hun- 
dred children, two of his daughters having 
been born before he was fifteen years old. 
His palace is described as a town and not a suite of 
apartments. His one royal wife is his half-sister. 
For his pleasures and his magnificence money is al- 
ways forthcoming, but neither money or royal time 
are availabla for the promotion of public interests. 
Such a ruler is an anachronism, and being without 
possibilities of defence agaipst aggression he & 
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occidental ideas. He may, perhaps, as well go now 
as at any time. The earthen pot cannot float safely 
in the same stream with the iron vessel. It is 
to be hoped, however, that France and England 
may find some amicable way of dividing the spoil. 

The Siamese Army is said to number about five 
thousand men, all stationed in and about Bankok. 
A few of them have been armed with the Mann- 
licher repeating rifle and drilied by Oaptain Schau 
tor show purposes, but they will not stand against 
Europeans. They havea fine military band, trained 
by a bandmaster who was attached to a vessel of 
our Navy in Siamese waters at the time he was 
offered his present position. He has taught his men 
the use of foreign musical instraments. Whatever 
ttle show Siam makes of a navy is deceptive. 

An English observer, Mr. Henry Varian, has the 
candor to say: “No resistance worth the name 
could or would be made to a European force. A 
couple of hostile British or French gunboats in the 
Menam, and a thousand soldiers on shore, and the 
whole structure of Siam would fall like a house of 
cards, and the only difficulty would be to suppress 
the anarchy of the Chinese. The corvee abandoned, 
the crushing burden of taxation eased, the colossal 
royal extravagances curtailed, slavery abolished, 
not only in name but in fact, payment honestly and 
promptly made for everything taken, just laws 
simply administered to all alike, and the people ot 
Siam would not wait to see their country developed 
by roads and railway:, and its crops multiplied ten- 
fold, to acknowledge the benefit of the newera. If 
one had to think only of the common people of 
Siam, there could be no hesitation in saying of the 
day when such thiags shall be, * Let it be soon.’ ” 








Some of the Regular Army Ohbaplains at the re- 
cent conference in Chicago seem to have gotten be. 
tween ‘the devil and the deep sea.” The report 
on temperance and gambling was criticized as 
being too lukewarm, in not sufficiently declaring 
the indignation of the chaplains at the evils of the 
post exchange system of selling drink to the sol- 
diers,” and a chaplain of the committee explained 
that the report did not express the personal feel- 
ings of himeelf or the committee, but it covered the 
ground witbout laying its authors liable to repri- 
mand, his allusion being to the Army regulations 
whieh torbid any criticism by subordinates of ex- 
isting regulations under penalty of court-martial. 





Tae International Engineering Oongress to be 
held in Chicago from July 31 to August 5 is at- 
tracting much attention in the Army and Navy, 
and the engineering world generally. It will be 
one of the most extensive and important gather- 
ings of Engineers and scientific men ever knowa. 
Among the list of papers to be read and discussed 
are productions from nearly all of the most cele- 
brated Engineering authorities of the world, in- 
cluding papers by General H. L. Abbot, Oolonel 
Corps of Engineers, U. 8. Army, on ‘*Ooast De- 
fences and Submarine Mines;” Lieutenant Colonel 
W. R. King, O. E., on ‘*Moveable Torpedoes;” 
Lieutenant A. M. D’Armit, 0. E., on ‘*Intrenched 
Camps;” Lieutenant Heary Jervey, O. E., on ‘‘Re- 
connoissance and Map Making,” and papers by 
Major W. BR. Livermore, 0. E.; Brig.-Gen. S. B. 
Holabird, U. 8. A., retired ; Maj. Olifton Oomly, 
Oapts. S. E. Blunt, R. Birnie, W. B. Gordon, 
Henry Metcalfe, and Lieut. 8. E. Stuart, Ordnance 
Department, Major A. A. Woodhull, Medical De- 
partment, Oapt. J. M. Ingalls, ist U. S. Artillery, 
and Prof. P. 8. Michie,.U. 8. M. A. 

The Division of Marine and Naval Engineering 
and Naval Architecture is under the direction of 
Engineer-in-Ohief George W. Melville, U. S. N., 
with the assistance of an advisory council composed 
of eminent naval architects and marine engineers 
of both this and foreign countries. Among the 
papers which will be read is one by Sir Nathaniel 
Barnaby, K. O. B., on ‘*The Best War Vessel ;” 
another by Oolonel Nabor Soliani, of the Italian 
Navy, on the use of liquid fuel on the vessels of 
the Italian Navy. Professor Ira N. Hollis, late U. 
8. N., and now Professor of Engineering at Har- 
Yard University, will read a paper on problems 
confronting the designer of naval machinery and 
the suceess which has been attained in their solu- 
tion. Among the distinguished names which oc- 


cur in the list of foreign authors who will read pa- 
pers are those of Prof. J. Harvard Biles, Uoiveraity 
of Glasgow ; Prof. J. H. Uotterill, Royal Naval 
College, England; James Dredge, editor of 
Eogiuveering and British Oommissioner to the 
World’s Fair; R. E. Froude, director of the Ad 

miralty Experimental Works, England ; Herr Lang: 
ner, principal assistant to the Director of Naval 
Constructor, Imperial German Navy ; W. E. Smith, 
Ohbief Constructor British Navy; A. F. Yarrow, of 
terpedo boat fame. There are many others repre- 
senting the largest ship building concerns and most 
of the world’s navies. Among the Amerieans are 
Oharles and Edwin Oramp, James 8S. Doran, 
Oharles M. Everest, E. D. Leavitt, W. T. Malster, 
Columbian Iron Works, Baltimore ; Lewis Nixon, 
Superintending Naval Arebitect of the Cramps ; N. 
F. Palmer, President Quintard Iron Works ; Irving 
Scott, Union Iron Works, and a score of others. 








A DEsPAtcH to the New York Times says: “ There 
is some talkin the War Department of issuing a 
new volume of the Army Regulations.” The un- 
happy students of the present much amended edi- 
tion have been for same time past, and are now, liv- 
ing in hopes that the prospect of a new volume 
corrected to date is not all “talk,” but a decided 
fact. 


ALTHOUGE the present Administration has not de- 
fined its position yet in regard to civilian appoint- 
ments it would not be surprising if the great pres- 
sure now being brought to bear to fill several of the 
existing vacancies in the grade of 24 lieutenant from 
civil life. There are eleven of these vacancies at 
present, six of which will be required for the non- 
commissioned officers who were ordered this week 
to appear for final examination before the Ft, Leav- 
enworth beard, which convenes on Sept. 1. 











Governor Jones, of Alabama, for causing a sen- 
try to receive complimentary mention in general 
orders because he refused to allow him to pass the 
lines at the militia encampment without giving the 
countersign has been criticised by the Chattanooga 
Times, which says: “This patting 2a manon the 
back for doing bie duty is a senseless piece of busi- 
ness, and leads to the impression that instances of 
the full performance of the duty that soldiers have 
sworn to carry out are scarce. If the sentry had 
not stopped the Governorhe should have been 
court-martialled.” 








A Lonpon correspondent writes anent the Siam- 
ese imbroglio: ‘** Apparently the French have per- 
suaded themselves that England cannot object to 
the dismemberment of Siam because she herself re- 
cently grabbed Upper Burnah. This dieplays an 
almost startling ignorance of English character. 
John Bull historically reserves his most vehement 
indignation for attempts of other people to imitate 
his own high-handed aggressions. He glows with 
quite a natural rage at the mere suggestion of any- 
body else’s right to appropriate aboriginal territory 
anywhere on the globe. In the presenc instance, 
however, he is more than usually justifiea im rolling 
up bis sleeves. His trade with Siam amouniz to 
$13 000,000 a year, againsta French $40.000. He has 
13 500 Britons engaged in this commerce, against 250 
frenchmen.”

LIECTENANT OLARKE’S DEATH. 


No particulars of the death of Lieut. Powbatan H, 
Clarke, ef the 10 bh Cavalry, who was drowned near 
Fort Coster, Mont., bave been received either at 
the War Department or at hia late bomein Ralti- 
more. A correspondent of the St. Louis Republic at 
Fort Custer furnishes the following: 

Lieut. Powhatan H. Clarke, 10th U.S. Cav., died 
in the Little Big Horn River, Mont., not many miles 
below the spot on the same river where the Sioux 
killed Custer saventeen years ago. Lieut. Olarke 
with two brother officers rode to the river to swim 
their horses and enj»y a bath. Taoere were several 
enlisted men present, a detachment of Troop B 10'h 
Cavalry, engaged in swimming drill, and otuers 
who were there for personal pleasure. In all there 
were probably twenty men in and near the water. 

After swimming their borses to and fro across a 
circular pool in the river not more than 40 yards in 
ite greatest diameter and about six feet in depth, 
tbe three officers separated, Lieut. Clarke proceed- 
ing alone to a pool about the same 3iz3 only a few 
rods bigher up the river. There he was seen to tie 
up bis horse and go to the river bank, from which 
be almost immediately dived into the pool. He 
thougbt that he was diving into deep water, the 
average depth of the pool being from ten to twelve 
feet. He nor anyone else at that time was aware 
that from the point where he dived a shelving bank 
esused shallow water for several feet, and that the 
bed of the stream was there studded with shar 
edged stones, some about the siz» of a man’s head, 
The water bere would not reacn bighber than Lieut. 
Clarke’s waist. Diving from a high bank he struck 
beadforemost in the shallow water and on the 
stones. An enlisted man standing near by saw him 
rise from the dive, It was noticed that his hair was 
discolored at the moment, the man thought by mad. 
Lieut. Clarke was apparently swimming, but not 
with regular strokes. The man noticed that the 
strokes seemed to be almost spasmodic. 

After being above water for only four of five 
yards Lieut. Clarke apparently aguia dived 
peatb the surface, but came up again very quickly, 
only to again suddenly disappear. This time the 
enlisted man was sure that it was blood, not mud, 
on the officer’s head. The alarm was immediately 
given and men and officers crowded to the spot. A 
private of Troop E swimming squad leaped from his 
horse and swam to where the lieutenant had last 
beenseen. Diving down he caugnt L’eut. Clarke 
by the wrist. Lieut. Clarke was strugeline in the 
water. Toe man could use only the left hand for 
swimming and by reason of the swift current and 
struggles of the officer be was forced to let go. The 
officer then sank out of sight and touch. 

The two other officers aud the men continued to 
dive and search for their comrade’s body, for it was 
now felt that the bod . could only be recovered. It 
was left, however, for Lieut. Wm. L Jontnston, 10 h 
Cavairy, who at the time of the acvident was in the 
post, but to whom the word of danger had come, te 
rescue the body. Within a few minutes after 
Lieut. Johnston’s arrival this was done. Lieut, 
Clarke’s bead showed three ugly cuts. It 18 quite 
evident tbat stunned by the dire into shallow wa- 
ter and rocks he, by the current and by his own 
struggies, was swept into deep water, in which he 
died. Every possible effort was made for his resus- 
citation, but ali in vain.

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OUR NAVAL OFFICERS IN IRELAND. 


Aotrs@ REAR ADMIRAL ERBEN and sixteen offi- 

of tbe 0.8 Chicago visitea Queenstown on the 
invitation of the mavor, and were dined and wined, 
after visiting many notable places in the city in car- 
riages. In toasting the Admiral after dinner the 
mavor said: 

“Tbis waa the first occasion on which an American 
Admiral bad visited the port of Cork. He was sure 
that the Admiral would be pleased with his experi- 
ence of the city, becauee the feeling of the Irish 
towards the Amerioan people was one of the most 
yindly vature (applause). Whenever hesaw that 
flag. and whenever he heard the inspiring tune of 
the National Anthem of America his heart warmed, 
apd be would say that no heart in America—from 
the southern shores of Florida to the borders of 
Canada, or from San Francisco to New York— 
thrilled more beartily than his when he gazed on 
the flag of free America "’ (applause). 

Rear Admiral E-ben,in reply, said he was only 
about ten days in the port. He had never passed 
ten days more agreeably, in truth, be had never bad 
sbetter timein bis life. He did not know, as His 
Honor the Mayor had said, that he was the first 
American Admiral that had visited Queenstown, 
but he knew when he got back all right to the other 
side, be {would say that any man, if be knew 
where to go, be would go to Queenstown, and 
he would meet there an hospitable, a generous and 
an [rieh we'come (applause). Hearty was the recep- 
sion they bad met with every step they bad taken 
since they arrived in that beautiful country. When 
they came into the harbor they saw the girls wav- 
ing bandkerohiefs out of the windows; some one 
said they were not bardkerchiefs, bu’ sheets, but he 
replied no matter what they are, it is a welcome, 
and it shows they are up early in the morning. H 
received a cordial welcome in the moruirg, nod h 
been meeting it all the way since. If he were to 
show the company the letters he had written home 
to his wife, the Corporation would see how he felt 
the friendly welcome be bad received from Irish- 
pen and wom-n—a welcome that he never sav 
equalled in beartiness in bis life (hear, hear). He 
bad been through Killarney, and saw there the 
women, children and girls, laughing, joyous and 
happy. under fine skies and in the rain. A friend 
ssid to him: “is this what we expectea when we 
esme to Queenstown and Ireland ?” and he replied: 
“Indeed it was not.”” He had seen this happy peo- 
ple, and he was glad of that. He would return to 
America now with a better i*ea of Ireland and the 
lrish than heever had before from reading all the 
works from Froude to Father Tom Bourke, and he 
bad read them all. He learned more in two weeks 
than be had learned all the years before (hear, 
bear). They had a good many Irishmen in America. 
People complained and said, ‘Ob, they get into 
politics.” No doubt they did sometimes (laughter). 
Toey bad heard about the [rish flag floating over the 
Municipal buildings in his native town of New York, 
and be was gladto see the American flag floating 
over the Town Hall of Cork. Before his honor the 
Mayor had pointed it out to him he had seen it, and 
be was giad to seeit. He would aivise everyone to 
come to Queenstown; it was the best port on tbe 
coast, and tbe more that came there the better off 
they would be. H= asked bis shipmates to rise with 
bim and join in s toast—the toast of prosperity to 
their splendid barbor and town (applause).

— operations of the Bering Sea fleet up to that 
late: 

Toe flagship Mohican sailed from Sitka June 19 
snd arrived at Kodiak on the 231. Here communi- 
cation was had with the deputy collector, and two 
schooners were boarded and warned. Arriving at 
Rumboldt pnarber June 25, the Albatross and 
Ranger wore found in port. 

Te Rush aleo came in a few hours later. The Al- 
batross and Rush bad searched all of the harbors 
and carried out orders efficiently. The Ranger was 
to search and warn schooners on the Siime and 
Baird banks and reach Aggatu [sland July 15, 
where there was to be a rendezvous of sealers. 
Later she was to take station east and sontheast of 
the Seal Islands, T.e Corwin left June 2 '9 cruise 
about the Seal [slands all summer. Tne Mohican 
spoke the Brisish man-of war Garnet and ex- 
changed courtesies. The Mohican was to leave 
June 28 for Dutch barbor on a general cruise. 

The report states that almost every sealing vessel 
known to be on the American side of the eea has 
been warned by the sqiadron. The two British 
hips, the Garnet and Nymphe, were also active in 
patrol work, boarding sud warning seventeen seal- 
ers, twooft which were American. Up to the time 
of Capt. Ludlow’s writing, the Ranger had boarded 
bine American aod two British «n'p-; the Albatross 
‘even American and fourteen B itish; the Rush, 
twelve American and six B itisb; and the Mohicun, 
Capt. Ludlow's flagship, six American and one 
British veesel. 

Capt. Ludlow states that twenty-two vessels were 
boarded and inspected by American men-of-war, 
and seven by ships of the British equadron.

A FAITHFUL SOLDIER HONORED. 


Fort Sutty, Sours Daxora, July 18, 1893. 

Ons parade of the battalion at Fort Sully, S. D., 
is very much like another, but the one held to-day 
p an interest all its own, in that it was the 
last one to be attended bv the oldest memb-r, in 
point of service, of the 12th Inf. Orders bad been 
received the day before ‘p!acing upon the retired 
list of the Army, upon his own application, after 
thirty vears’ service, Sergeant William Murphy, 
Co. B, 12'b Infantry. Soon after Sereeant Murpby 
applied for retirement, the officers of his regiment 
at this station decided to present him witha token 
of the esteem in which he is held by all, and this 
token took the form of the Corps Badge of “Sheri- 
dan‘’s Cavalry Corrs,” of which Murphy bad been a 
member. The badge was procured some days ago 
by Lieut. Mills, who bad been appointed a commit- 
tee for this purpose, and the presentation was made 
to-day during the parade. The Commending Off- 
cer bad invited the ladies of the garrison to accom- 
pany him,and all the residents of the post to be 
present on the parade und during the ceremo- 
pies. The presence of the parties invited, of itself, 
lent an added interest to the other wise routine vere- 
mony of parade. 

After the usual exercise in the manual of arms 
and the publication of routine orders, the officers 
closed on the centre and marched to tne tront, sa- 
luting the Commanding Officer, who requested 
them to remain with him and the ladies, The Ad- 
jutant then stepped forward and called Sergeant 
Murpby to the front of the battalion, and published 
the order of retirement and the post order announc- 
ing it, saying: 

To transmitting to Sergt. Wm. Murphy, Co. B, 12th Inf., 
the order of the President retiriog Sergt. Murpby from ac- 
tive service, the commanding officer cannot refrain from 
fiving expression to his feeling of regard for the Sergeant's 
jong and devotion to duty; sentiments shared alike 
by every officer and man of this c»mmand. It isa p easure 
thus to testify to the regard in which the “old soldier" is 
beld by his officers, and a sorrow to say good-bye to the 
yeterans, of whom our ranks are being depleted by the 
ruthless band of time. The honorable service chevroas 
which a0 wortbily adorn the arm of Sergt. Murphy, are ra- 
pidly disappearing from our battalioas. Murphy is the la.t 
to go of the three companies here stationed. Tae esteem in 
which he w beld by this command is, perbaps, best voiced 
in the following letter of “ good bye,” signed by all the offi 
cers of bis regiment stationed at this post. 

“Fort Suxxy, 8S. D.. July 18, 1893, 
“ Sergeant Wiliam Murphy, Company B, 12th Infantry : 

“Sir: [tis with great regret that the officers of the regi- 
ment here stationed say good-by ™ you oa your transfer 
to the retired list of the Army. Oldest, in length of service 
witb the recimenat, of ail ita members, you have seen each 
of us jin the regimeat. For 28 years your history bas been 
that of Oo. B, 12th [ofantry, and there have been no trials, 
dangers or bardsbips in its duties which you have not 
shared. And you have come te be, not only the father of 

our company, but ite pride,as the model ‘old soldier.’ 

e shall miss you greatly and your welfare will be our 
earnest wish. 

“ As before joining the Regular Service you served in the 
glorious ‘ Sberidan’s Cavairy Oorps,’ we, the officers of the 
12:h Isfantry, stationed at this post, bave thought that the 
corps badge of your war service corps might be to you a 
pleasant memento of other days; and so we beg of you to 
accept it with all our best wishes for your long and bappy 
enjoyment of well earned rest on the retired list of the 
United States Army.

Upon concluding the publication of the order, the 
adjutant s‘epped aside, the commanding officer, ac- 
companied by the officers and ladies, moved for- 
ward and addressed tne sergeant as follows: 


“Surceant Morpuy: I bave been selected by the officers 
of the 12 o [afauirs, stationed at this post, to present to 
you this badge; it isthe badge of the Corpsin whieh you 
served faithfully and honorably during the war, the fam- 
ous Sheridan Cavairy Corps. 

“Tne officers ask you to accept itasatoken of their 
esteem, and their high regard for you asa faitnful soldier, 

“It is a source of regret to a great majority of the officers, 
as wellas many enlisted men who desire to make the Army 
their home, tbat the present laws concerning enlist ments 
will deprive us of the association with the old soldier ele- 
ment of our Army, ‘ men tried and true.’ 

“Bidding you goud-bye causes us a feeling of sadness too, 
when we reflect that the wheels of time are slowly but 
surely marchiog our war element of the Army to its final 
parade; yet it isa consolatinn to such as yourself that you 
lived at a time when our Union was threatened and that 
you, Gomes, served against the foe who sought to de- 
stroy it. 

“ The yousaer officers join the older ones in the presenta- 
tion of this bacge commendatory to your past services.” 


The major then pinned the badge to thesergeant's 
coat, and ovade him good-bye and God-speed. Each 
of his officers then said good-bye to him in turn 
and, while the tears welled in his own eyes, those of 
the er. zzied captains, the gray licutenants, and the 
youthful *‘subs’’ were not altogether unsurpicious 
of moisture, Lt was to give een for tne offi- 
cere thus to say good-bye to their fsitnful friend 
and oid comrade, and thus publicly to show their 
appreciation of a follower’s loyalty to duty, that 
the orders were postponed until the officers had 
saluted the commanding officer. 

Sergt. Murpby expressed his thanks for this mark 
of approbation from his regimental officerr, with 
much feeling, and returned to his place in the bat- 
taliop, just made vacaat. Tae parade terminated 
by the companies passing in review before the com- 
manding officer. Mrs. Viven took a photograph of 
the group of «fficers, and also one of the non-com- 
missioned officers of Oo. B, with Sergt. Murphy in 
the centre of the latter group. 

When one refivcits upon what it means to break 
aeunder the relations of 28 vears (for that is the time 
Sgt. Murpby has served ia Co. B), and startin old age 
under new conditions ot life, one may appreciate, in 
part, the solemnity of the occasion thus imperfectly 
portrayed. The writer recriis one instance in his 
own life in which his feelings were doubtiess some- 
what analagous to those of Sergt. Murphy to-day; 
it was when he attended his “graduating parade”’ 
at West Point, said “ good-bye" to his officers, to 
his company, to his battalion, to his classmates, and 
severed forever the relations; which had been 








formed during four years. 


THE STATE TROOPS. 


(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
NEW YORK STATE CAMP OF [WSTRUCTION. 
PEEKSEKILL, July 22, 1898. 
EIGHTH REGIMENT. 


Handicapped by the dearth of commissioned offi- 
cers needed to nerform the work of the week, Ool. 
Geo. D. Scott's E'chth reg ment relieved the Twelfth 
saturday, Julv 15. The command was in.two bat- 
talions, under Lieut. Col. Schilling an7 Maj. Cxaun- 
cev, pumbering for duty 23 officers. 464 enlisted men 
—427 Abrent, 4 officers, 77 men—8l. Total, 508. The 
evening parade showed tbe weakness of the com- 
mand, while its lack of attention to minor details 
was paintully noticeable. The same may be said of 
the ceremonies of Sunday. The guard mount was 
positively bad, whilethere was little or no 1improve- 
ment in the evenine’s parade. Throughout the 
week the camp at night was never in a state of per- 
fect quiet, while the guard-bouee for the first tire 
thie season was most comfortably filled. The early 
work of Monday and Tuesday, squads and sections 
in extended order, was far from satisfactory, and 
plainly demonstrated a lack of armory instruction; 
the squad and section leaders were deficient and 
careless, while the company officers were extremely 
lax in the correction of errors. [0 the forenoon 
drills by battalion closed order, matters were much 
improved, for the field officers bad direct supervis- 
ion of the work. Th+se movements by battalion in 
closed order showed the aptitude of non-com. offi- 
cers and wen and plainly proved ‘hat the weakness 
of the Eigbth is in its company officers. 

The platoon drills by company on Wednesda 
morning were verv tame, but under the safe guid- 
ance of the fi-ld officers and the official instructors 
the close of these .drills was of a most satisfactory 
cbaracter. At the recall all were pleased at the 
general result of the morning's drill. The guard 
ceremony of this day wae bardly a whit better than 
those of its predecessors, aud was marred obiefivy by 
the defeots of the details from the Buffalo regiment. 
The a drill by battalion in closed order was 
another exhibition of the lack of nerve in the com- 
pany officers. 

The apparent case with which officers and ser- 
geants blunder in this platoon drill by battalion 
passes comprebension. The movements are of a 
most simple character, and with the exception of 
the formations of the platoons in column of fours 
area mere repetition of the old tactios,and the 
spectator can bardly realize wnv company officers 
and guides should luse their confideuse when exe- 
cuting these very simple movements, but that such 
is the fact bas been illustrated by every command 
but one—the 10th Battalion—who have made the 
tour of camp tbis season. By persistent work, how- 
ever,the major was enabled to infuse much of bis con- 
fidence into the platoon commanders and the closing 
movements of the drill were clean and 8 sooth, 

Tae evening parade of this day was far from what 
might be expected, the line of masses were poorly 
dressed and there was a decided lack of unity in 
the exevution of the manual. The march off, how- 
ever, was all that could be looked for, men steady, 
alignm: nts perfect and the step regular 

The company in extended oraer was the lesson 
for the early drills of Thursday and Friday. This 
morning’s work was of the crudest sort, simply 
frum the ignorance and lack of confidence 10 the 
company officers However after repeated trials 
and constant explanations by the field officers the 
company and platoon commanders began to realize 
what the drill meant, and this with the midday drill, 

roduced a yery fair exhibition on Friday morn- 
og. They were in fact the best company driils of 
the weck, and proved that with proper armory in- 
struction the command as a whole would have 
made a much better showing. Maj Chauncey had 
command atthe battalion extension in the fore- 
noon, assisted by Col. Phisterer and Lieut. Hardin, 
aod though many of the smaller details were siurr- 
ed the general idea was firmly stamped upon the 
minds of officers and mer, 80 that on the third re- 
petition there was indeed very little fault to find, 
The squads, sections, and platoons were active and 
correut, the reserves prompt,and the firings and 
rushes excellent. Toe guard ceremony was a very 
weak attempt, while the formativaos for the even- 
ing parade lacked snap and uaity. 

Lieut. Col. Schilling took the Sous postion of the 
midday drill on Friday and succeeded in a manner 
that pleased officers, men and spectators. Twice tbe 
battalion «xtension was repeated and from the very 
first everything worked smoothly. Blaokammuaoke 
tion was then issued and the colonel relinquished 
the command to M j. Unauncey. These two bours 
work was the most successful of the week and well 
repaid the battalion commanders for the labor ex- 
pended in school and on the field. The veterans of 
the regiment visited camp in the afternoon, aod as 
this was the anniversary of the firet battle of Bull 
Run, the old battle fiag of the 8b was displayed in 
front of the Colonei’s tent. Tais evening's parade 
was also & success, and it was a satisfaction to the 
officers to know that a steady improvement had 
marked the work of the week. The guard and sen- 
tine! duty was far from what migbt bave been ex- 
pected, while the military courtesy and saluting of 
officers was careless in the extreme, 

Av unfortunate episode, aad one that must have 
marred the pleasure of the veteran colonel of the 
regiment, occurred on this afternoon. Insp. Gen. 
McGrath and the Post Adjutant, Capt. Shepberd, 
disvovered that there were wen on the pay rolis who 
weie not bova fide members of the regiment. A 
quiet investigation proved tbe fact, the substitutes 
were ordered from camp and their names stricken 
from the pay rolls. A rigid investigation will be 
made as to thie airect disobedience of State orde 
and there ie very little doubt that the offenders wii 
meet their just deserts. Ov Saturday afternoon the 
regiment returned to New York, disembarking at 
the Mott Haven station and marvhing to its armory 
at 98cb street and Lexington avenue. 


SEVENTY-FOURTH REGIMENT. 


With 32 officers, 329 enlisted men—36l; absent, 1 
officer, 77 men—78: aggregate, 439, Col Geo. 1 Fox 
commanding, the 74:0 Regiment, Buffalo, j»ined 
bands with the Kign'n, for this the sixca week of 
New York's State Camp. The Buffaio regiment 
were well supplied with officers and non-ooms. and 
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gave promise of a good week's work, but the first 
night ip camp destroyed the i)Jusion; it was “ go- 
as-you please,” company officers seeming to have 
lost all cortrol of tneir men. Things were much 
better on Monday morning, and the early morn- 
ing’s drill, “*rquade in extended order,” were reall 
gocd and mucb better than those in the 8th Regi- 
ment. Certainly, the corporals in the Seventy- 
fourtb bad been carefully instructed, and this first 
drill was pointed at astheindex of the week, but 
tbe early work of Tuesday showed a decided falling 
off. The section leaders were not A to the mark. 
They were slow and careless in giving commands, 
and decidedly lax in seeing that even these com- 
mands were correctly executed. This drill was an 
all round surprise and a disappointment to the field 
officers and State officials. The forenoon drills of 
these first days, under Majors Harding and Wood, 
‘battalion in closed order,” were exeellent, the 
several movements were clean and pronounced and 
the changes of front, even at the double time, well 
conducted, while the close column formations and 
deployments were all that could be desired. Of the 
two dave’ work it would be bard to discriminate as 
to excellence. Major Wood’s ba‘talion held the 
mght of the line on Monday, while on Tuesday Maj. 
Hardio’s command were first in the field. 

The early drills on Wednesday, “platoon er- 
tended,” showed a woful lack of confidence on the 
part of officers, and almost from the first to the 
close their commands were incorrect, there were 
few explanations, and, we are sorry to say, Do cor- 
rections of errors. Col. Fox assumed command, but 
even under bis personal ye avery poor 
showing was made. It ir to hoped that our se- 
vere comments on these platoon drills, on almost 
every organization oceupying the Peekskill camp 
this year, wer have a salutary effect. With a satis 
factory showing for the armory work of the winter 
there will be little left for us but to commend the 
daty at the next State Camp. 

Toe battalion extension of Thursday under Major 
Harding was very crude at thestart. The general 
idea could not he grasped at once, and it required 
the combined efforts of Col. Hall, Major Sracpole, 
and the field officers of the regiment to bammer into 
the command, officers as well as men, what was to 
be expected from work under the new Drill Regu- 
lations. At the close, however, a good showing was 
made, and the wora on Fridav forenoon, when 
blank cartridges were used, M+jor Wood, proved 
that the week's work was notaiailure. There was 
very little fault to find with this drill; squads, sec- 
tions and platoons were held well in band, while the 
several ‘rings by far excelled those of the New 
York Oity regiment. Tne general work of the 
Seventy-fourth during its week incamp was far 
from satisfactory, and the lack of armory instruc- 
tion was plainly discernible. 

One full regiment of twelve companies, which 


might be easily accomplished by the consolidation 
of the two skeleton organizations ino the City of But- 
talo, would certainly increase the efficiency of the 
Narional Guard in the Western portion of the Staie. 

The guard and sentinel duty of the Seventy-fourth 
was open to severe criticism, while ite general duty, 
observance to camp regulations, and compliane- 
pan h the prescribed duty was far below the stand- 
ar . 





Thirteenth New York—Col. Austen. 


Tus 2d battalion, 13th N. Y., occupied the parade ground 
at Prospect Park, Brooklyn, Saturday afternoon, July 22, 
for an extended order dril), under command ef Maj. Lus- 
eomb. The battalion formedin two companies of flies 
and a reserve, the colors remaining with the reserve. The 
drill was for instruction only, yet the public interest io 
Brooklyn was 60 great that fully 4.000 spec ators were on 
the ground watehbing the drill. aj. Luscomb, Surg. Coca- 
rap, Adjt. Barlow and the bugler o:d-riy paruded mounted, 
Two other orderlies paraded on bicycles, aod oy tne rapid 
mapver in whici they transmitted orders from the msjor to 
the fi-ing line and supports demonstrated the value of 
bicycie for this work. 

The battalion was extended twice, first without using 
ammunition and for the pucpose of correcting the errors in 
distance, naturally resulting from armory instruction. Dur- 
‘ng this exteasion there was too much dis ance between tne 
firing line and supports and betweea supports and reserve, 
consequently the reinforcing squads could not reach the 
flank sections in timeto join iatherush. At the ci seof 
this extension Maj. Luscomb assembied all the officers, 
pointed out the errors made and directed the correcti>nos 
necessary. The battalion baving reformed at tbe upper ena 
of the ground, the first company under Capt Wiswell was 
designated as “fighting line,’’ and the 1eoond compaay,Capt. 
Harroid, as the reserve. Attack formation made and tha 
‘ine developed correctiy. On the skiamish line firing by 
squads was followed by firing by sections, blank ammani- 
noo being used. Rusbes by section were then ordered, the 
équads in support and from the reserve, which had takea 
battle formativn, were thruwa in at the fl ake at each rush.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Hotchkiss Ordpance Company has devised a 
2 pouvoer rapid-fire gun for National Guard ser- 
vice, which is wel! worthy of consideration. Its ad- 
vantages are thus summariz-d: 1. In al) ordinary 
ewergencits it obviates the use of fisid artillery, by 
saving the time necessary to mobil ze and transport 
it,.and the expense of maintaining it. 2. It com 
bines the effect of machine guos and field guns, and 
is superior to either for use against mobs. With 
capister it can sweep a street viean, and by the 
rapid fire of small shells can quickly demolish any 
barricade or building. 3 Four men without tech- 
bical instruction or experience can bandle it. 4. In 
fantry regiments with one of these guns as part of 
their «quipment would double their moral and 
pbysica! force in operations in support of civic ay. 
tbority. 5. Artillery companies, equip with fo 

r six of these guns, can be maintained at a nomi 
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{xXpense, and used either as full batteries or in de- 
ach ments, 





Captain George H. Palmer, 16th Infantry, bas 
been giving considerable attention lately to im- 
provements in field equipment for troops. A com- 
plete outfit submitted by this officer is nowon ex 
hibition at the Ordnance Bureau. It consists of a 
balf shelter tent, having triaagular pieces attached 
to i:s ends, and, when set up, enclosing three sides; 
and when joined to a like half-tent forming a com- 
pletely enclosed tent. I[t is rolled around the 
blanket, and carried across the body, on the shoul- 
der. A canvas valise, about three feet long, six 
inches wide and two inches deep, narrowed to four 
inches at its middle, where it resis on the shoulder, 
It is closed by lacing along its side, and is carried 
on the shoulder, across the body, in combination, 
by means of eertain straps, with the half-tent roil. 
lo it may be carried from 40 te 120 rounds of ammu- 
nition and clothing sufficient for field service. The 
equ'pmest is of minimum lightnoss, simply con 
siructed, of very few parts, and is put on and off 
instantly, without fastening or unfastening any of 
the straps. [t bas no shoulder or other bearing 
straps, to chafe and cramp the wearer. The weights 
carried are so distributed as to bear directly on  - 
of the shoulders. The equilibrium of the body is 
maintained, and there isa minimum of discomfort 
or annoyance in carrying the equioment. Tee par- 
ticularly new feature of Oapt. Palmer’s invention is 
the canvas valise and the method of distribu'ing the 
weight. The Ordnance Department will probably 
refer the device of Capt. Palmer’s te a board for 
repurt. The Bureau has recently ordered 6500 
Dodge blanket rolls and 500 Merriam’s pouches, 
whiob will shortly be issued to troops fer equip 
ment and test. 





One of the most interesting events of the year in 
the ordnance line will be the competitive te t of 
small calibre rapid fire guns to take place under the 
auspices of the Army ordnance authorities at Sandy 
Hook in November next. There will be five eom- 
petitors asfaras beard from, and others may en- 
ter before the trial takes place. The guns repre- 
sented will be standard pieces already in use—the 
Hotchkiss and Driggs-Schroeder guns—:ind in addi- 
tion the Seabury, Sponsol and Nordenfeidt guns 
The two last named have just b-en added tothe 
list. All of these are six pounders. Most of the ar- 
rangements have already been made for the trials. 
They would take place at an earlier date but for the 
fact that the guns selected for the competition, or 
several of them, are on exhibition at the Uolum- 
bian Exposition. Tne object of the trial is to de- 
termiuve the beet all-around gun for Army work, 
such as the destruetion of torpedo mines, etc. The 
programme adopted for the trial contemplates a 
series of firings covering 1,500 rounds, to be fired, 
under the varied conditions necessary to develon 
the comparative m rit of each weapon. At least 100 
rounds will be fired from each gun; five to deter- 
mine the velocity, ten for accuracy at various 
ranges from 1,000 to 3,000 yard:, and the remainder 
forrapidity. Tois of course will ba the most essen- 
tial feature, For rapidity each gun will be 
given three separate trials. Each gun will also be 
required to fire a number of shots to ascertain 
the capacity of each piece to fire rapidly, 
and at the same time with acouracy. To determ:ae 
this the guns will be fired for one, three and five 
minutes respectively for rapidity, and finally the 
time for firing 100 rounds will be neted. Detach- 
ments of men will be required te alternate every 
25 rounds should the board deem this necessary. 
fo test the guns in connection with accuracy ten 
aimed shots are to be fired rapidly at distances of 
1,000 yarde, one mile and perhaps a greater distance 
Toe aimed shotsare tobe fired at targets in tae 
same line and ranges of 500 and 1,000 alternately; 
also 10 shots alternately at about 500 pe range, 
the target to be placed 75 feet apart. To reach the 

ressure of excessive charges each gun will be 
loaded with five charges at once and gradually 
increased in number until the pressure makes 45,- 
000 pounds per square inch. The long-promised 
vom petitive test ot 47 inch rapid-fire guns will also 
take place this fall. Tnoree guas, it will be remem- 





bered, were purchased for this purpose—the Hotch- 
kise, Canat and Armstrong.
